Russia and Turkey. 

There are indications that ere long there 
will be stirring times in the Danubian 
provinces—that debatable ground where 
Russian and Anglo-Turkish forces will 
struggle for the mastery. Russia has not 
given up her idea of wiping out the Mos- 
lem garrison that holds Turkey in Europe. 
Her purpose has the sympathy of her 
whole people, and “is sustained by the 
tanaticism of the national religion, whose 
patriarch at Constantinople clafes under 
Turkish domination. It has the warm co- 
operation of the Selavic subjects of Austria 
and Turkey, who comprise a very consid- 
erable portion of the population, It has 
also the active support of the Thessalians, 
Epirotes, and other Greeks so numerous, 
active, and influential in all parts of the 
Turkish Empire. To resist Russian ad- 
vances reliance is placed upon the recuper- 
ation of Turkey and the active interfer- 
ence of other European powers against 
Russian aggressions. Efforts are being 
made to mduce a French, English, and 
especially a Germanic emigration to Tur- 
key. A railroad is being built from Bel- 
grade to the Bosphorus, and from the Bos. 
phorus across Asia Minor and down th: 


Euphrates valley to Bassora, at the head | 


of the Persian Gult. This will open up the 
whole Turkish Empire to immigration, 


and it is supposed that offers of liberal | 


grants of lands will induce many settlers 
to go thither rather than to the Uniced 
States. The fact that there will be no 
sympathy between such settlers and the 


Turks renders any extensive emigration | 


movement very unlikely. It would have 
to be immense to counterbalance the pres- 
ure of Russian advance.
